THE RUSSIAN SEMINARY PROJECT OF THE 

LUTHERAN STUDENT ASSOCIATION 

OF AMERICA 
Leon N. Zahn 

(Our readers will greatly enjoy this story of the 
Lutheran Student Association project in Russia. The 
writer is editor of “American Lutheran Student” and 
has prepared this article at our request.) 


The Russian Seminary Fund! What a fitting subject 
with which ‘to open the Council meeting. Here were 
gathered at Chicago eight representatives of American 
youth in the fifth annual meeting of the Council of the 
Lutheran Student Association of America ready to dis- 
cuss this project. The presiding officer presented the 
subject. The facts were shown. Here was last year’s 
project and its results. What would be the action of 
the Council this year? It had been begun only last year, 
1927, when with great faith and enthusiasm that year’s 
Council members had launched forth upon the task of 
raising $25,000 for the support of the Lutheran Semi- 
nary at Leningrad, Russia, and here was the report that 
but little less than $3,000 had been raised. Someone 
called for the recital of the situation in Russia as it was 
and it was summed up as follows: The people of Russia 
are hard pressed by the existing form of government. 
The Christian religion is being suppressed wherever 
possible. Anti-Christian propaganda is being spread 
throughout the colleges and universities. Christianity 
is being threatened with complete extinction. There are 
about one million Lutherans in all Russia, which is 
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approximately two-thirds of one per cent of the entire 
population. In 1924 a Lutheran Theological Seminary 
was established at Leningrad for the training of pastors. 
In July of the current year the first class consisting of 
sixteen members was graduated. With this newly or- 
dained class from the Seminary there are only ninety- 
six active pastors. More money and men are needed 
for the development of the Lutheran congregations. The 
recruiting of men for the ministry is the biggest need, 
and maintaining the Seminary is our one hope in effect- 
ing this work. The Seminary must receive from America 
$25,000 each year for its support. 

Here, then, was the situation. The discussion was 
started. Voice after voice added opinions backed by in- 
tense thought. Being students, all the members of the 
Council approached the subject with a feeling in com- 
mon. One could easily see that it was the unanimous 
opinion that the project should continue. The problem 
that was confronting the Council was the financial goal 
to be set. What could last year’s project be termed but 
a failure when the $3,000 raised was compared to the 
goal of $25,000? Why not ask for $5,000? It would at 
least sound more reasonable. In the midst of all the 
discussion came a voice, ‘Gentlemen, it seems to me 
that the question is not ‘how much can we raise?” That 
will be shown later. What we must consider is ‘what 
is the need?’” Well, there was the need, $25,000. It 
must be met. Shortly afterward, a motion was made 
and seconded. It was passed. The secretary recorded 
thus: It is the objective of the Lutheran Student Asso- 
ciation of America to raise during the school year, 1928- 
1929, funds to the extent of $25,000 for the support of 
the Lutheran Theological Seminary at Leningrad. 

It was now past lunch hour. With little hesitation 
the first session of the fifth annual meeting of the Coun- 
cil of the L. S. A. A. adjourned. 

The members of that Council knew that the project 
would be met and responded to by the religious sincerity 
and enthusiasm of the youth of America, and that with 
God’s blessing and guidance they would most certainly 
succeed in this most worthy cause.

THE YEAR’S STORY 


OUR NEW YEAR INVENTORY 
Dear Folks: 
For my monthly letter I believe extracts from the 


annual report to the Executive Committee will be OL 
the most interest. We begin with the introduction: 


Once more the time of accounting is here and I 
must give account of my stewardship. I hope I am not 
unduly optimistic in claiming 1928 as a year of real 
League progress. Our financial condition is not good, 
but in that regard we are one with most of the Church 
Boards. Our membership is evidently growing and at 
the same time becoming more definitely committed to 
the full League program. A new, and generally younger, 
leadership is taking the place of the elder statesmen 
and women, who have been promoted to a larger leader- 
ship in the adult organizations and in the Church. The 
attitude of leaders in the Church is most favorable and 
their backing is our most assured cause for optimism. 


The year, personally, has been one of disaster. The 
kindness of our League friends has been a real factor 
of help. 


1. Headquarters. Again I want to register my 
appreciation of the harmony maintained at Headquar- 
ters. Both of my associates willingly co-operated with 
me in every possible way. Miss Emily Scholl and her 
assistant, Miss Thelma Franz, have been both faithful 
and efficient. Miss Scholl has taken many responsi- 
bilities for details from my shoulders and has handled 
a vast amount of work in a fine way. 


2. Correlation. The movement initiated at Salis- 
bury for a better co-ordinated program of education for 
the parish, has progressed steadily toward the desired 
ends. The Erie Convention of the United Lutheran 
Church in America has definitely provided for a com- 
mission to study the problem. When notification is 
given the Luther League it will be necessary for the 
President to appoint representatives. 


3. Sustaining Membership. This year’s report was 
over $500 under the budget and nearly $800 under the 
amount raised in 1927. There were 649 memberships, 
totalling $4,447.22. The following is the record of the 
constitutent Leagues.

4. Aid from the United Lutheran Church in 
America. The appropriation for 1929 of $6,000 has been 
renewed. We had hoped that the recommendation of 
the Committee on Associations of Young People for a 
$10,000 appropriation, might be granted, but the state of 
the treasury of the United Lutheran Church in America 
will not allow the increase. I believe we should hold 
to the general policy of Synodical aid. Dues should be 
kept at a low level, and perhaps eventually eliminated. 
The financial program of the League should be directed 
toward the benevolences of the Church. The example 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church might well be our 
ideal in this regard. The entire expenses of the ad- 
ministration of the Epworth League are provided by 
the Church and their entire financial program is benev- 
olent. This means a coming generation of church 
workers trained in benevolence. 


5. The Lutheran, The winter campaign has not 
been completed but the possibilities of success are re- 
mote. The mana@vement of The Lutheran has directed 
the campaign while I have acted as advisor. Perhaps 
a more direct management from League Headquarters 
would have produced better results. We do note that 
where a Secretary has put a great deal of time and 
energy into the campaign, the results have been much 
better. An instance of this is the splendid work of Miss 
Lora Ritchie, of North Carolina. I have no recommen- 
dation to make as to the future. If The Lutheran cares 
to have the Luther League make the canvass again 
this year, I believe loyalty to this Church institution de- 
mands our co-operation.

6. Regions. The whole regional plan is slowly 
working itself out. There is one more Secretary to re- 
port, Miss Ethel Tussing, who is doing splendid work 
in the Eastern Region, consisting of New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut. The splendid effect of Secre- 
tary Fischer’s work in the Western Region is easily 
discoverable. On my western trip this summer, I visited 
most of the Leagues in this territory and found them 
greatly improved over two years ago when I last visited 
them. The Region is, of course, only a temporary ar- 
rangement so far as secretarial service is concerned. 
Eventually there should be field secretaries for every 
State or Synodical League. Much of the future of sec- 
retarial service for the Luther League will necessarily 


await mergers of Synods and the consequent territor- 
ial adjustments. 


7. Canada. The Luther League of the Synod of 
Central Canada did not remain with the Luther League 
of America when it was adopted as an official organi- 
zation. Two years ago I attended their biennial con- 
vention and proposed reaffiliation. A committee was 
appointed and I was permitted one meeting with its 
members last spring, At the biennial convention in 
Waterloo, Ontario, I was present and again pressed ac- 
tion, this time with favorable results.

9. The Review. I should like to insert the detailed 
story of growth as the best possible testimony to the 
wisdom, of a change in size and makeup of the Review. 
It also bears testimony to the character of the printing 
done by the Kurzenknabe Press, for “goods sell best in 
attractive packages.”

The missionary topics are 
prepared under direction of the Missionary Secretary.

In addition, the Lutheran Publication House prints 
our Reading Course Pamphlet, without charge. A Dis- 
cussion Group Pamphlet is also in their hands for print- 
ing. A pamphlet of Daily Bible Readings is also in the 
hands of the printer. The mimeograph has also been 
hard at work during the year and has done valiant serv- 
ice. The total number of separate pieces of literature 
printed during 1928 was 128,650. 


12. India Secretary. The Luther League is the 
official young folks organization for India. There are 
a number of Leagues already organized, one of them 
dating back to a visit of Dr. L. M. Kuhns, then General 
Secretary, in 1901. Conferences with India missionaries 
on furlough, pictured the need of a full time secretary 
for India. I wrote to Dr. Strock of Andhra College and 
he proposed that the Luther League appropriate $25 per 
month, half the necessary salary, and the India Church 
would appropriate a like amount. Then a young I[n- 
dian pastor would be assigned to the promotion of 
League work in India. The proposition was submitted 
to this committee by mail and on the basis of the favor- 
able vote I notified the Board of Foreign Missions that 
we would begin paying the salary as soon as the young 
man was called. I am deeply grateful for this oppor- 
tunity for service to the youth of India and I believe it 
will result in a new supply of trained leaders for the 
native church. It also offers one more tie between the 
youth of America and the youth of India. 

New Leagues. Through the good office of Secre- 
tary Herbert Fischer, the Luther League of the Rocky 
Mountain Synod was organized in August. Their ap- 
plication for admission was provisionally granted. It 
should be confirmed at this session. The Luther League 
of the German Nebraska Synod was also organized and 
the same course is recommended. 

In Conclusion. We face 1929 with courage. Our 
immediate problem is financial. Our assurance for the 
future is the steadily increasing fund to the League in 
the United Lutheran Church. 

We are making progress, to God be the glory!

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WHAT ABOUT NEXT SUMMER? 

Every Luther Leaguer ought to attend some kind of 
a summer assembly or summer school of Religion. If 
this statement is too ambitious, perhaps we should say 
every Luther League leader instead of every Luther 
Leaguer, However, we are not disposed to retrench 
our first statement. The effectiveness of Luther League 
work would be tremendously increased if our Luther 
Leaguers generally took some time in training for their 
work, 

If this is within traveling distances, nothing better 
will be offered next summer than at the Lutheran Train- 
ing Camp which is established in the mountains of 
Adams County, Pa. A beautiful location has been chosen 
near Brysonia and 29 cabins are already erected. There 
is an athletic field, swimming pool, and a fine supply of 
mountain spring water. One of the features of the camp 
is an out-door cathedral in which one can well envision 
the youth of the Church coming close in communion 
with God. 

The camp is under the direct control of the Parish 
and Church School Board. Indeed, the camp site has 
been donated to the Board by interested friends. Dr. 
M. Hadwin Fischer, of the Gettysburg Seminary, is 
Chairman of the Committee which controls the camp. 
The General Secretary of the Luther League is also a 
member of the Committee on Program, and Luther 
League Methods will have a distinct place in the cur- 
riculum. 

The opportunities for recreation and the high eleva- 
tion combined offer a delightful vacation, but the camp 
is more than a place of recreation, Credits will be given 
under the International Council of Religious Education 
for work done there. 

There will be graded camps. Boys of Junior High 
age will have their camp from June 24 to July 1, Junior 
High girls from July 2 to 8, High School boys from July 
9 to 22, High School girls from July 23 to August 5, a 
Young Women’s Camp, ages from 18 to 24 from August 
6 to 19, and a General Leadership Conference for all 
ages from August 20 to 30. Correspondence is invited. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGE SCRIPTURES 
FOR NEWCOMERS 


The American Bible Society is co-operating with the 
Bureau of Reference for Migrating People of the Home 
Missions Council and Council of Women for Home Mis- 
sions in providing for the distribution of diglot foieign 
language scriptures to foreign-speaking newcomers. This 
will serve the minister, or church worker who has re- 
ceived the name of an immigrant foreign-speaking family 
from the Bureau of Reference for Migrating People, as 
a spiritual introduction. Diglot scriptures are in two 
languages, English and a foreign language, both ap- 
pearing on one page. For instance, diglot Fatti Degli 
Apostoli is the Acts of the Apostles in Italian and 
English, the right-hand column of the page giving the 
English, and the left-hand column the Italian, verse 
for verse. 

The gift of a diglot copy of the scriptures which 
can be read in the newcomers’ own language may serve 
to reawaken interest in the Book of Books, help them 
to connect with a Church in the new home, exert an 
influence for good, and acquaint them with the English 


language. 
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The American Bible Society has supplied the Bureau 

of Reference for Migrating People with special request 
blanks for the use of ministers to whom the name of a 
foreign-speaking family is sent. This enables the minis- 


ter to forward a request for a particular diglot, direct to 
the branch agency of the American Bible Society near- 
est him. Pastors who avail themselves of this privilege 
will find it a helpful means of welcoming and serving 
the newcomers. i

Negro Spirituals—Their Deeper Meaning 


The folk songs of any nation are its fundamental 
music. That is easily understood, of course. It is be- 
cause the folk song is the song of the “folk,” the com- 
mon people, who are always vastly in the majority in 
every land. The same thing is true in literature. That 
which is based on the life and characteristics of the 
common people is by far the greatest. 

The negro spiritual is now universally accepted as 
the true American folk song. Some authorities have 
made serious study of Indian music with the view of 
developing it to the point that it will be accepted as the 
truer type of American folk song. But so far they have 
not been successful. Nor are they likely to be. The 
tendency of the Indian has been, as one historian points 
out, “To keep himself aloof from our civilization,” and 
it is plain that the folk song must be produced by those 
who are, to the fullest extent, a part of the social and 
economic life of the people. 

The transformation of the public mind in its atti- 
tude towards the negro spiritual has been one of the 
art-miracles of the present age. A few years ago, ne- 
groes themselves in the northern part of the country, 
despised the negro spiritual as a vestige of slavery. The 
white people have always been eager to hear the spiri- 
tuals sung, but they were interested in them only in 
their primitive state; they liked to hear them just as 
they came to us years ago from the cotton fields of the 
South. But now that has changed, and all people are 
today interested in the artistic development of the negro 
spiritual. Negroes the country over are singing them; 
they are a part of public worship in churches. Nearly 
every home has a phonograph with records of spiri- 
tuals sung by the quartets of Hampton, Tuskagee, Fisk, 
and other institutions. 

Several powerful agencies have been responsible 
for this transformation. The Fisk Jubilee Singers, of 


Fisk University, Nashville, Tennessee, was the first 
organization to travel throughout the North and abroad, 
presenting these songs in the large concert halls, and 
before the crowned heads of several’ foreign countries. 

In 1892, Antonin Dvorak, the greatest of Bohemian 
composers, was invited to America to study American 
music for the purpose of writing an American symphony 
based on folk song themes. America was surprised when 
the great master announced, after an intensive study, 
that America’s only original music was the music of the 
negro slave. Therefore, his ‘New World Symphony,” 
one of the greatest of modern musical compositions, is 
based on negro spiritual themes. 

Another boost to the negro spirituals came when 
Samuel Coleridge-Taylor, the renowned negro English 
composer, transcribed twenty-four negro melodies for 
the piano. Some of these transcriptions are on native 
African themes, and some on American negro spiritual 
themes. R. Nathaniel Dett, director of vocal music at 
Hampton Institute, Virginia, is the leading choral ar- 
ranger of the spirituals. Harry T. Burleigh, of New 
York, was the first composer to arrange the spirituals 
in solo form with piano accompaniment. Mr. Burleigh 
is one of the foremost song writers in America, and has 
been baritone soloist in the St. George’s Episcopal 
Church, New York City, for more than thirty years. 

Carl Diton, of Philadelphia, foremost negro com- 
poser-pianist, was the first to make pipe organ transcrip- 
tions of negro spirituals, and Clarence Cameron White’s 
violin solo and orchestral arrangements of them are 
played all over the world. 

The works of these negro composers are published 
by the leading publishing houses in the country, includ- 
ing Schirmer, John Church and Ricordi, New York; Dit- 
son, Boston; Presser, Philadelphia, and others. Much 
can be attributed to their*fine work that the negro spirit- 
ual has reached its present height of popularity. 

Of course, we know that negro spirituals were not 
composed, in the fine sense of the word. They were 
simply “made up”, being the “spontaneous outbursts of 
religious fervor” of the negro slave as he worked in the 
fields of his white master in the Southland. It seems 
to be a miracle to some that this oppressed people 
should lay the cornerstone of our national music. Yet 
it is not strange. Suffering, humility, lowliness and per- 
secution are the art-generating forces among all people. 

It is for this reason that the negro spiritual has the 
chief quality of all great music—soul power. It is this 
that has made the music of the masters, Bach, Handel, 
Haydn, Mozart, Beethoven, and others stand the test 
of one and two hundred years. Their music had soul 
power, and unlike our modern popular music, which 
dies over night, will last throughout the ages. 

One of the most significant things about the negro 
spiritual is that there is nowhere on record a line that 
he breathed in his song, revenge or hatred against his 
white master. For 250 years his “way was cloudy,” yet 
his were songs of love, of hope, of trust in his Jesus. He 
learned the Bible and he believed in it. It is well that 
he did. Yet the slaves expected to be free at some time. 
This is proved in one of the songs which they used to 
sing in their cabins, with little packs tied to their backs 
as though they were bound to the “land of freedom”: 
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“Oh, de land I 2m bound for, 
Sweet Canaan’s happy land I am bound for, 
Sweet Canaan’s happy land I am bound for, 
Sweet Canaan’s happy land 
Pray, give me your right hand.” 
é The American, negro has made a great contribution 
in his song to the art world, and because his music is 
spiritual, it, like the stars, will be “forever and ever.”

“Ships That Pass in the Night,” which was written 
when the poet realized that he was losing the fight with 
tuberculosis. Get a copy of “Color,” by Countee Cullen, 
the youngest and perhaps the greatest living negro 
poet of the day. Read one or two of his poems. 

Suggestions for Giving this Fellowship Hour 

The atmosphere must be one of deep spirituality 
for this period of the study of negro spirituals. This 
is music of the most sacred sort and must be so re- 
garded. There is much to be gained from hearing and 
singing it. 

The musical numbers may be attained through any 
local music dealer, or from the Theodore Presser Pub- 
lishing Company, 1712 Chestnut Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 

If it is preferable to combine the musical and liter- 
ary programs, which, of course, would be more effec- 
tive, the numbers may be arranged at the discretion of 
the program directors. 

As previously stated, the complete works of Paul 
Laurence Dunbar may be bought at any of the leading 
book stores. Those wishing material on negro spiri- 
tuals should purchase the following: 

Religious Folk Songs of the Negro (Hampton In- 
stitute, Virginia, Press, $1.50, maximum price, postpaid).

This is the 
most important book ever published on negro spirituals. 
It contains a brilliant essay on the subject by James 
Weldon Johnson, secretary of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People, New York 
City, and more than sixty solo arrangements of the 
spirituals with piano accompaniment, by Mr. Johnson's 
brother, J. Rosamond Johnson, with additional arrange- 
ments by Lawrence Brown, former accompanist for 
Roland Hayes, renowned negro tenor.

November 30, 1928 
Dear “Uncle Amos”:

The Thirty-fourth Annual Convention of the Lancaster District 
Luther League was held in Grace Lutheran Church, Lancaster, Pa., 
November 12, 1928. 

The theme of the Convention was ‘“‘A Changeless Christ for 
a Changing World.” 

The meeting opened_with a Devotional Service conducted by 
Rey. Repass, of First English Lutheran Church, Columbia. 
George Ammon, President of Grace League, greeted us and 
assured us of a very hearty welcome to Grace Church. Mr. 
Charles H. Nutto, President of Lancaster District, responded. 

President reported 19 leagues in District, including four new 


ones, namely First English, Columbia; St. John’s, Lancaster; 
Zion, Landisville and Trinity, New Holland. Events: Annual 
Convention, November 11, 1927, Trinity, Coatesville; Tri-District 


Rally, November 25, Bethlehem, Harrisburg; Junior Rally, Febru- 
ary 4, 1928, Ephrata; Junior Institute for Leaders and Workers, 
February 11, Muhlenberg Building, Philadelphia; Represented by 
Delegates to State Convention at Harrisburg, July 24, 25 and 26; 
Pageant—Life of Martin Luther, September 12 and 13, at Rocky 
Springs, at which there were approximately 3000 people present 
and 312 members of Leagues throughout city and county of Lan- 
caster District took part. Between $1100 and $1200 was realized. 
Annual Banquet, October 25, Stevens House, Lancaster. 

Executive Chairman reported that the District sponsored the 
South American Luther League Hall Fund, asking each League to 
submit fifty cents per member; also sponsored the News Letter, each 
League paying for one month’s issue of same; accepted the invitation 
of Grace League to hold the 1928 Convention in Grace Church; 
accepted St. Mark’s suggestion that they present their home talent 
play, ‘‘Home Ties,” the proceeds to be given to the District. The 
proceeds amounted to $73.00. Elected delegates to be sent to the 
35th Annual Convention of the State League held in Memorial 
Lutheran Church, Harrisburg, July 24, 25, 26, the theme of the 
Convention, being “My Generation and the Kingdom.” The Execu- 
tive Committee also sponsored the Pageant ‘Life of Martin Luther, 
or the Story of the Reformation,” which was an educational feature 
for Church, Sunday School and Luther League. 

Executive Secretary reported four new Senior Leagues, two new 
Junior Leagues with a total membership of 150. Total membership 
of Senior Leagues in the District, 521; Junior Leagues, 225. Trinity, 
Ephrata, reported the largest membership in Junior League, 140; also 
Senior League, 60. Offerings for benevolent purposes, $422.00; local 
benevolence, $1402.77.

Missionary Secretary reported that the South American Luther 
League Hall Fund had gone over the top. Our quota was $190.00 
and $236.60 was remitted. ‘ 

Educational Secretary reported that the United Lutheran Church 
is holding a campaign for new subscriptions to the Luther League 
Review, Pennsylvania’s quota being 600. Zion, Lancaster, reported 
the largest number of subscriptions, 20. He also stated that the 
United Lutheran Church was again asking that the campaign slogan 
for The Lutheran be ‘“‘A Lutheran in Every Home.’ Also every 
local league should be interested in the splendid Reading Course the 
State League was offering for use at meetings. 

Junior Work Secretary reported a very successful year, five 
leagues in the District, one new league, St. Mark’s, Lancaster. 
Junior Rally to be held in Salem, Reamstown, November 24. 

Intermediate Work Secretary reported that she attended the Con- 
ference for Leaders and Workers at Philadelphia, February 11, at 
which the 16-Point Program was adopted. 

Rev. Hoeppner then presented the Constitution of the Lancaster 
District Luther League, presenting each article, moving its adoption. 
A vote was taken and every article was unanimously voted for. He 
also stated that a copy of the Constitution would be sent each league. 

At eleven o’clock an Armistice Day Memorial Service was con- 
ducted by Rev. Benner, Pastor of Grace Church. Rev. Benner stated 
in his address that all the leading statesmen and pastors heard over 
the radio in their Armistice Day addresses agreed that war was a 
curse and expressed the longing for peace. But he stated before 
there can be peace there must be love. Love the members of your 
own family, League, Church, Community and City and_ you will 
have a spirit of peace which will make war impossible. Let us on 
this Armistice Day dedicate ourselves to the prospect of peace. 

Dr. Fox delivered the address of the morning “A Changing 
World for an Unchanging Christ,” in which he stated God never 
repeats Himself, He moves on with His majestic power down through 
the ages. He has a law that He honors and exerts. He offered His 
love but once when He sent His only Son and we are the only 
recipients, hence one faith, one Lord, one Baptism. Gave us a 
Church which He bought with His own precious blood. Gives us 
His undying love, undying power with the opportunity of salvation. 
We often mistake progress with change, either it is the footsteps of 
progress or the fancy of fiction. God only gives us that’ which is 
permanent, that which changes not, whether we accept it or not is 
the choice of men and not the compulsion of God. 

The afternoon session opened with the Devotional Service in 
charge of Rev. Repass. Mrs. Eshelman gave a talk on Our Juniors. 
The Junior League of Lititz gave a demonstration of ‘‘The Good 
Samaritan,”’ 

Open forum was led by D. Edward Ante, of Trinity, Coatesville. 

The Nominating Committee reported the following nominations: 
President, Charles H. Nutto, Lancaster; Vice-President, D. Edward 
Antes, Coatesville; Secretary, Mrs. Harold Brown, Mount Joy; 
Treasurer, Harvey Sweigart, Reamstown; Executive Secretary, Mrs. 
J. Gilman Foultz, Lancaster. The present Secretary, Mrs. Martin, 
cast the ballot and elected those officers to serve for the coming year. 

Among the resolutions was the following: That the sum of 
$1,000.00 be set’ aside from the Treasury as a Trust Fund, the in- 
come of which is to be employed in the support of an additional 
Native worker in India. 

The evening session Devotional Service was conducted by Rev. 
Repass and Grace choir rendered special music. The address of the 
evening was delivered by Rev. Harold S. Miller, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
the theme being ‘‘In His Steps.’ His introduction was ‘‘We need 
on Armistice Day to reconsecrate our lives in this time and genera- 
tion that America may be foremost among the nations of the world 
to bring forth a new era, the era of peace.’’ He spoke of the four 
experiences of life—work, play, love and worship includes the whole 
category of our lives and worship. Work is the larger part of Life. 
He spoke of how Christ worked when on earth. His tremendous 
industry and honesty in work. He said, in connection with play— 
“Christ wants you to have all the joy, all the gladness of youth but 
He wants you to have the wholesomeness of fun, joy and happiness.

Can you 
do it? Why, then, aren’t you?

In the Sunday School of Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Greenville, South Carolina, there is a teacher who loves 
boys. He is Dr. A. H. Schade, who teaches the Schade 
Class*of boys. He has a loyal supporter in his work 
with boys, in the person of the young pastor of Trinity 
Church, Rev. J. Edgar Stockman. The pastor carries on 
a program for the boys the year ‘round. The summer 
months being taken up with a camp in the heart of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains and various activities are carried 
on during the winter months. 

The best part of the program so far this year was 
a trip to the beauty spot of the world, the Magnolia 
Gardens-on-the-Ashley, near Charleston. During the 
week after Easter the schools of Greenville had spring 


holidays. The pastor with the ten boys of the Schade 
Class left Monday morning in a large automobile fur- 
nished by Dr. Schade. On the way to Charleston, a 
day and a night were spent in Columbia, the State 
capital. There the boys visited the State Prison, the 
State Hospital for Mental Patients, the Southern Lu- 
theran Theological Seminary, the State House, Camp 
Jackson, and the ruins of the old home of Wade Hamp- 
ton. While in Columbia, the boys spent the night in 
the Young Men’s Christian Association Building, sleep- 
ing on the mats in the gym. 


Intermediates of Kountz Memoria] Church, Omaha, Nebraska, where 
the 1929 Convention of the Luther League of America will be held 
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Early the next morning the party left for Charles- 
ton, making several stops on the way to visit places 
While in Charleston many places 
of beauty and historic interest were visited. Among 
these being Fort Sumter, Fort Moultrie, the Navy 
Yards, where the boys went aboard one of the destroy- 
ers in the harbor, the Charleston Harbor, Mt. Pleasant, 
Sullivan’s Island, the Isle of Palms, where the boys 
went swimming in the ocean, the Charleston Museum, 
Gibbs Art Gallery, Folly Beach, old St. Michael’s Epis- 
copal Church, old Hugenot Church, St. Matthew’s Lu- 
theran Church, where the boys climbed to the top of 
the highest church tower in the south. And then to the 
Magnolia Gardens-on-the-Ashley, one of the most beau- 
tiful gardens in the world. Here the breeding of plants 
so as to get certain colors was explained. At all his- 
toric places visited, the pastor and guide explained their 
historic significance. Many of the boys say that they 
learned more history on this trip than all the rest of 
their life put together. While in Charleston the party 
stopped at the Y. M. C. A. 

This same class and teacher with the pastor is 
planning a motor trip through the New England States 
sometime this summer; they will camp each night.

Dear Intermediates: 

The Executive Committee of the Luther League of 
America met in Philadelphia on Tuesday, January 15th. 
In my report I mentioned some vital statistics that I 
think you should hear about. Here goes! 

1. “The Department shows a most encouraging 
gain in the number of new Leagues. The total of regis- 
tered Leagues is 256, a gain of 72 for the year. 

2. “The strengthening of the department depends 
much upon the development of a need for its work and 
a corresponding leadership to carry on that work in 
State and District. To this end a communication was 
addressed prior to convention time to all State Presi- 
dents calling for the appointment of capable and ener- 
getic Intermediate Secretaries for the State and Dis- 
tricts. Many responses to this call were received and 
as a result we have an increasing number of faithful

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State and District Secretaries. In several pronounced 


instances these Secretaries have been restlessly at work 
in furthering the cause br oeen personal visitation, cor- 
respondence, rallies, ete.’ 

3. “During the year no less than twelve States 
and Districts reported bang-up rallies, the one in New 

York State alone calling together four hundred ’teen 
age boys and girls for an all day session. Sister to these 
State and District rallies is our first Inter-State Insti- 
tute, which brought thirty Intermediate workers to- 
gether for a full day’s discussion of common problems 
and projects. Another such institute will be held this 
year in the near future.” 

4. “The department’s 
Point Program is winning strong favor everywhere. At 
first we were afraid it was a bit too weighty for adoles- 
cents, but more and more reports from afield tell of 
achievements with it that even surpass our fondest 
hopes. When not a few Leagues report from 85 to 95 
per cent. of its members daily Bible readers, one con- 
cludes that the heart of the program is in the soul of 
its users.” 

5. “Considering the non-productiveness of ’teen 
age youth in matters of high finance, the purchase of a 
$6.25 set of Reading Course books each year by many 
Leagues; the contribution of $250 toward our “South 
America Objective; the subscribing of 27 Sustaining 
Memberships to the support of the Luther League of 
America, and the expending of hundreds of dollars more 
on special activities at home and abroad, is indicative, 
by and large, of a consecration and loyalty that is bound 
to be felt in the Senior League and the Church later on.” 

To my lost, strayed or stolen notice in the Decem- 
ber issue of the Review, Miss Ruth M. Weissenborn, 
New Jersey Intermediate Secretary and also Superin- 
tendent of St. John’s League, Jersey City, replies that

she is neither lost, nor strayed, nor stolen, nor yet 
“spoken for.” Don’t rush, boys! She also tells of a 
District Intermediate Rally her League sponsored. 


Three Leagues were represented fifty strong. All the 
good things that go along with a successful rally were 
incorporated.

Down Georgia way, in Senoia, there is a small 
League doing big things. After contributing two five 
dollar bills, one for a Sustaining Membership and the 
other for our South America Objective, the Superintend- 
ent, Mrs. Hattie Hogg, comes along with a three dol- 
lar bill for Intermediate Luther League dues. Of course, 
I returned it. But, what an overflow of generosity!

From Saugerties we heard about three Intermedi- 
ates reading five books of the Reading Course.» Two 
pageants were ordered by this League, the guess is what 
the Superintendent, Mrs. W. F. Hersh, knows how to 
utilize the energies of her boys and girls.

Leader: The aim of this topic ought to be to en- 
courage all Luther Leaguers to share their joy in Christ 
with others. Therefore the object ought to be to show 
them what others have done for Christ and to spur on 
each member to a greater effort. 


Topic Digest 

Lutherans in every land today point with pride to 
their schools, colleges, orphanages, hospitals and old 
folks’ homes. In every land the pointed spires of these 
buildings are calling to passersby to turn from their 
pursuit of material things to the worship of God. With- 
in their walls the blind, lame and sick are cured and 
cared for in the same spirit that Christ taught, while He 
dwelt among men. The schools also do their part. For 
they are the Church’s agency for seeking a clearer 
understanding of the divine truth. In this great task 
the churches do their part by teaching and inspiring the 
people to worship God and to live better lives that they 
may be found in the “Kingdom of Heaven.” The Luth- 
eran Church believes in rearing its children in the fear 
of God. They do not wait until a soul has been steeped 
in) sin and then work to reclaim it. But rather they be- 
lieve that a child must be taught from babyhood to grow 
in grace. To this end they have built orphanages in 
every country. Here the fatherless are cared for in 
such a way that they develop into men and women of a 
strong spiritual and physical nature. 

What does all this mean? It means this to us, that 
our forefathers felt and knew the blessed joy to be 
found in the service of God. They not only knew this, 
but they desired to share it with others. They gave 
willingly and gladly of their services and their money 
that the Kingdom of Heaven might come. Their work 
is done and they have built well, through their efforts 
they have bettered the lives of all and they have won 
thousands for Christ. To this generation they gave 
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the opportunity of better living, better education, better 
books and a host of unnamed blessings. But they also 
gave to this generation a task. That task is to go on 
and build on the foundations which they started. 


What is this generation going to do to win the 
world for Christ? Are we going to sit by and watch 
sin grow? Have we no poor and meedy to care for?

HOW TO BECOME A CHRISTIAN 
Acts 2:37-41; 16:30, 31 


Suggestions to Leaders: One of the aims of this meeting should 
be to aid Luther Leaguers to show others how to become a Chris- 
tian. Uppermost in the mind of the Leader and those who take 
part in the meeting should be the normal manner as followed and 
practiced by our Church. However, thought should be given to 
those who have reached some age and haye not been members of the 
Church from childhood. 


Digest of the Topic 


Just what does it mean to be a Christian? Great 
interest centers about this question. The question will 
not die down. It has held the center of attention and 
discussion throughout the years. Christ is the core of 
Christianity, and while importance attaches to the Bible, 
great importance attaches to the personality of Jesus 
and the message of His life. He was deeply interested 
in people, and brought a great truth for them. He surely 
proved Himself to those of His day as the Way, the 
Truth, and the Life, and He remains the same for our 
generation. 

There is a speculative side to the nature of Christ 
and Christianity and much energy has been spent upon 
that side of Christianity, but for the most of us, the 
practical, every-day application of Christianity is what 
concerns us. 

Attention has been called in recent years to the 
distinction between the Gospel of Jesus and the Gospel 
about Jesus. Whatever truth attaches to the distinction, 
it means simply that one can spend his energy attempt- 
ing to explain the Christ or he can spend his efforts liv- 
ing the teaching of the Christ. It is not probable that 
we could have the teachings of Jesus if we did not have 
Jesus, hence we cannot have the Gospel of Jesus apart 
from the Gospel about Jesus—the two go hand in hand. 


What, then, does it mean to be a Christian? What 
does it meah to believe in Jesus? Along with every- 
thing else that the phrase may mean, at least, it includes 
the thought that to believe in Jesus, means to believe 
the truths He taught, the views He held, the attitudes 
He took. the work He did, and the life He lived. 


Dr. Charles R. Brown has summarized the Chris- 
tian experience in the words: “Come, follow, abide, go.” 
To be a Christian means to come to Jesus, to follow 
Jesus, to abide with Jesus, and to go forth in His name 
to serve God and man. 

The Lutheran Church has followed throughout its 
history the plan of receiving children into the Church 
by baptism. This was followed by Christian instruction 
in the home and the Sunday School. Special instruc- 
tion in the catechetical class has prepared the baptized 
child for full church membership. The rite of confir- 
mation gives the child the opportunity for personal ac- 
ceptiance and allegiance to the Church.

HOW THE CHURCH HELPS US TO LIVE 
THE CHRISTIAN LIFE 


Hebrews 10:19-25 


Suggestions to Leaders: The results of this meeting ought to 
include: a more intelligent group of Leaguers, informed about the 
purposes of the Church, the importance of the Church to Christian 
living, and a group of young people more determined to use the privi- 
leges and opportunities of the Church; also Leaguers committed to 
greater service in an organization that means so much to them. 


Digest of the Topic 

All human interests have led man 
groups for the cultivation of those interests and activi- 
ties. The Church was founded by Jesus to carry His 
message to the ends of the earth, that all men might 
know Him and knowing Him would serve man and God. 

The Church offers to all mankind the opportunity 
to worship God, to be instructed in the Christian way 
of life and to serve mankind through the agencies of 
the Church. 

The Church today is the organized body of Chris- 
tians banded together for fellowship, worship and serv- 
ice. The Church should be “the Sermon on the Mount 
in action.” With all its failures it still remains the body 
which perpetuates the life and teachings of Jesus. 

While there are many other proofs of the value of 
the Church to personal and community life, we are con- 
stantly reminded by men of affairs that the Church and 
its success bear a direct relation to the prosperity and 
progress of any community. The Church—the organ- 
ized group of believers—has been the salt and the light 
of many communities, if not of all. 

The Church furnishes us with a fellowship through 
which we may receive and aid in preserving the mes- 
sage of Jesus, and through which we can serve our 


to organize 


fellows. } 
Jesus likens the place of His disciples in the world 


to the place of salt in human economy and the place of 
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the light in the Oriental household. Christians in the 
human group are likened to the preserving power of 
salt. They are likened to the enligtening power of the 
household lamp. Jesus lays great responsibilities on 
His disciples in using these two illustrations as typical 
of the place Christians should take in human life. It 
is not thought for one moment that individual Chris- 
tians have upon all occasions measured up to the high 
ideal that Jesus holds for them, but both illustrations 
place before Christian disciples goals and standards 
worthy to be followed. As individual Christians have 
not always lived up to the high ideals of the Master, 
so the Church as an organization has not always fol- 
lowed the gleam. 


We should frequently remind ourselves of the ad- 
vice of Henry Drummond, who said: “‘Do not take your 
Christianity from Christians, but from Christ.” With 
all their weakness, Christians as individuals, and the 
Church as an organization, have been the beacons of 
civilization. They have raised the standard of truth, 
purity, righteousness and good will in the community. 
The Church remains the one beacon light always call- 
ing humanity back to the standards of Jesus Christ. 


In calling upon His disciples to be the salt and 
light of the world, Jesus is only asking His disciples to 
follow in His footsteps, for He has been the preserving 
Power of great ideals, pure motives, and high pur- 
poses. He has been the Light of the world, and the 
Light that lighteth every man that cometh into the

MAKING JESUS KING 
Matthew 21:1-17 


Suggestions to Leaders: We ought to seek in this meeting to 
have the Leaguers leave with a determination to take Jesus into 
all of life, to lead some to a further acceptance of Him, and lead 
others to a more complete allegiance to the Master. 


Digest of the Topic 

There has been a revival in recent years of the at- 
tempt to understand better what Jesus meant by the 
Kingdom of God. The late Dr. Charles F. Kent, of 
Yale Divinity School, has given us a word in the mean- 
ing of the phrase in these words: “The phrase common- 
ly translated ‘Kingdom of God’ in our current versions 
of the Bible does not mean a dominance arbitrarily im- 
posed upon man, but a rule voluntarily accepted by 
him. As Jesus declared, it is not something that can 
be seen objectively, but is within the minds of men. It 
is the divine will emerging into consciousness in the in- 
dividual. It also includes the physical, moral, and spiri- 
tual laws and forces which make possible the realiza- 
tion of the divine purposes in the universe. Co-opera- 
tion with these laws and forces means the attainment of 
all that life has to give.” 

Jesus laid the foundation for the establishment of 
His Kingdom on earth through His teachings, His sery- 
ice to mankind, and through the training of the first 
disciples who carried out His mission and disseminated 
His message. These disciples have been succeeded by 
the great host of followers in the ages that halve fol- 
lowed those in which His early disciples, apostles and 
missionaries carried on their work, 

In presenting this topic at the meeting two lines of 
emphasis can be followed: (1) making Christ King in 
our personal lives; and (2) making Christ King in the 
community life—in social relations. Only by accom- 
plishing the former can we bring about the latter. 

Only as the one who calls himself a Christian fol- 
lows seriously the principles of Jesus and makes Christ 
his King personally can we hope for the principles of 
the Kingdom to enter into human relations. 


A study of the meaning of the Kingship of Christ 
in personal life should be followed by a study of mak- 
ing Christ King in school life, home life, industrial 
affairs, community life, state, national and world affairs.

Easter Sunday 


THE WORDS OF JESUS ABOUT 
LIFE UNENDING 
John 14:1-3 


Suggestions to Program: Easter Hymn; Bible Study 
and Thoughts on the Topic from Luther League Topics; 
Prayer. 

Leader: As we study the message of the angel on 
the first Easter morn, we notice how much alike were 
the Christmas and Easter’ messages of the angels. The 
message of the Christmas angel to the trembling shep- 
herds and to the troubled world was: “Fear not, for be- 
hold I bring you good tidings of great joy.” The mes- 
sage of the Easter angel to the frightened women and 
to the troubled world was: “Fear not. He is risen.” 
Though the directions to “Fear not” were given by the 
angels many years ago, we know that the world is still 
full of fear. There will come before us representatives 
from various countries who will tell us why there is 
fear in the world. 


Hindu Woman: I am a young woman from India. 
All my life has been filled with fear. When I was a 
very little girl I was married to an old man. I began 
then to fear my husband and mother-in-law. That fear 
did not leave me so long as my husband lived. When 
he died it became a thousand times worse. I was told 
that it was my fault that he had died. Since his death, 
I have feared to live because of the treatment that I 
have received because I am a widow, and I have feared, 
with a greater fear, to die because I know nothing of 
what will come to me after death. You have just said 
that the Christmas angel said: “Fear not, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy.” Such tidings must not be 
for me, since my life has always been filled with fear. 
There have been no tidings that have brought me peace. 
Why did the Easter angel say: “Fear not’? 


Leader: The Easter angel said: “Fear not” to the 
women who came to anoint the body of Jesus. They 
were afraid when they saw that His body was not in 
the tomb and rejoiced when the angel said: “Fear not. 
He is risen.” Jesus had previously spoken of the many 
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mansions in His Father's house and had said that He 
Was going to prepare ia place for His friends. 

Hindu Woman: I can see why the women were 
told not to fear. I wish that I had been at the tomb. 
I wish that an angel would come and say to me: “Fear 
not.” I think that such a message would give me peace; 
but the women of India have not heard such a message. 

African: My home is in Africa. 
been fear in my life. When I was a child, I was afraid 
of sickness. I had seen the witch doctors take hot irons 
and burn a sick boy who lived close to me. The witch 
doctor said that the boy was bewitched, and that noth- 
ing would heal him but the smell of his burning flesh. 
This made me afraid all of the time. Then when I saw 
death for the first time I became so afraid that I was 
never happy. Your talk of good tidings of great joy 
seems Strange to me. Is there any message that can 
take away from me this fear of death? 

Leader: Indeed, there is. Jesus said: “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath eternal life.’ This Easter Day 
reminds us of His promise of eternal life, and we know 
that since He has risen there need be no fear in our 
hearts. 

African: It does seem that this message should take 
away fear. I wish that I had heard it earlier. 

Chinese Woman: The mothers of China are never 
without fear. I am afraid not so much for myself as 
for my babies. How can your Easter angel say: “Fear 
not,” when we know that our baby yirls may be taken 
away and drowned? We hear that this’ does not happen 
to you here in America, and we can understand why 
you need have no fear; but, try as we will, we cannot 
be without fear in China. While some things are better 
than they used to be—there are not so many bound feet, 
and some of the children can go to school—yet we are 
afraid of so many things. Sickness in China means un- 
skilled treatment. I am afraid for the baby girls of 
China. I am afraid of poverty, of sickness, and most 
of all of death. I have heard that the people who are 
Christians have no fear of death. How can this be? 

Leader: Jesus said: “And if I go and prepare a place 
for you I will come again and receive you unto Myself; 
that where I am, there ye may be also.” 

South American Woman: How beautiful these 
words sound; but you do not know the fear that is al- 
ways in the hearts of many of the people of South 
America. The priests have deceived us. They tell us that 
there is no use to pray to the Virgin unless we have 
money to pay. There is no one but the priests to whom 
we can go. The air is filled with evil. We cannot burn 
out the spirits that possess our children and waste their 
bodies away. No matter how much we pay, the prayers of 
the priests cannot work magic as they once did. The 
Blessed Virgin hides her face from the poor. We are 
afraid because we know that our prayers will not be 
answered by the Virgin Mary, and we are afraid to turn 
away from her worship. We do not know where to 
turn. We are afraid of the priests. We have seen how 
some of our people who have been bold enough to 
contradict the priests have been punished. The message 
of the angel must not have been for South America. 

Moslem Woman: Neither has a message of good 
tidings been given to the Moslem women. We have 
many causes for fear. Our veils shut us from the eyes 
of the world, and no men but our husbands look on our 
The Mohammedan religion sanctions polygamy

faces. 
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and unlimited divorce and brings a curse on every home 
in the Moslem world. My husband has another wife. 
I have never seen her. She lives in another house, and 
just as I have two children, so has she. She hates me 
and I hate her. My husband says that he cannot afford 
to keep two houses; that we must live together. I can’t 
do it! I won’t do it! I'll die first! But when I think 
of dying I am more afraid than when I think of living 
even in the house with my husband’s other wife. The 
uncertainty of what awaits me after death makes me 
afraid to die. What message does the angel bring to 
me and to many other Moslem women whose lives are 
filled with fear? 

Leader: “Fear not, for behold I bring your good 
tidings of great joy.” 

Moslem Woman: But this message was not for me. 
It was for the shepherds about whom you have spoken; 
and the Easter message, you have said, was for the 
women at the tomb. What message is there for me and 
for these others who have told you of their fears? 

Leader: Your question condemns us. There is an- 
other part to each message. We have not told you. 
Throughout the years that have passed since angels 
sang their songs, parts of the messages have been for- 
gotten. We have heard the “Fear not, for behold I 
bring you good tidings of great joy”, of the Christmas 
angel; and the “Fear not. He is risen” of the Easter 
angel, and we wonder why the world is full of fear. We 
know as we think of it today, that it is because those 
who have received the messages have forgotten the other 
half of the message and the other half of the world. Let 
us hear the full messages: “Fear not, for behold I bring 
you good tidings of great joy which shall be to all 
people,” the angel sang at the birth of Christ. “Fear not. 
Go tell,” was the message of the angel at His resurrec- 
tion. 

Prayer: Our Father, we thank Thee that the mes- 
sage of Thy love has been given to us. We thank Thee 
for the knowledge that perfect love casteth out fear. 
Help us to so empty our hearts that they may be filled 
with Thy love, and that all fear may be cast out. If we 
have been selfish and have kept the message of Thy 
love for ourselves, we pray that Thou wilt help us to 
give the good tidings of great joy to all people. Lead 
us so that we may go and tell the story of the resur- 
rection. May we know our part in helping to cast fear 
out of the lives of the sorrowing, fear-stricken people 
of the world. Use us, use our time, our talents and our 
means in dispelling the fears of all the people of the 
earth. Help us to fill the world with love. May we in 
our daily lives show that we have Thy love in our 
hearts, we ask in the name of the risen Lord. Amen.

The Topic

portant that we do grasp it. So turn to Psalms 110:1. 
Read it. Who are referred to as “the Lord said unto 
my Lord”? Who is speaking those words? Now can 
you figure out an answer to Christ’s question in verse 


45? Simple, isn’t it? Now read Acts 2:25-36. 


Why Important 

Unless we correctly answer Chrrst’s question, that 
is, including the words, “Whose Son is He?”’, we will 
find it difficult to answer satisfactorily other questions 
that pertain to the Christian religion and to Christian 
conduct. For instance, say with the Pharisees that 
Christ is the Son of David and the problems of Chris- 
tian conduct and duty so troublesome to them will be 
as troublesome to you. If Christ were only the Son of 
David, then the questions asked of Jesus in the early 
verses of chapter 22 must be answered according to the 
teachings of Moses. Since our religion is God-made, 
not man-made, we must go to God's interpreter for 
information. So, unless we think of Christ as the Son 
of God we are free to offer any old excuse for our be- 
liefs and conduct. 

This question of Jesus’, minus the words, “Whose 
Son is He?’, is a personal question. It is personal in 
the sense that you and I must answer it for ourselves. 
Our parents cannot answer it for us. There is no such 
a thing as inherited religion. We may be Lutherans 
because our parents were Lutherans, but we aren’t 
necessarily Christians just because our parents are 
Christians. Religion is a personal matter. We cannot 
be saved on the merits of parental faith. What is the 
meaning of Paul’s words in II Timothy 1:5,62 Does he 
lay responsibility for a continuance of faith upon Timo- 
thy? Or does he tell Timothy that the faith of his 
grandmother and mother will carry him along? 

It concerns each of us seriously to ask ourselves, 
“What think ye of Christ?” Some think of Him not at 
all, He is not in all, not in any, of their thoughts; some 
think meanly, and some think hardly, of Him; but to 
them that believe He is precious; and how precious then 
are the thoughts of Him. 

What do you think of Christ? Is He merely a glori- 
fied Man? Maybe you are hearing His scoffers, who 
laugh and scorn His lofty moral habits. Maybe you are 
hearing some very silly boys and girls who giggle at the 
mention of His name as a pattern of what should con- 
stitute a strong character, physically and morally. Is it 
enough to say, Well, there’s one Man Who lived a per- 


fect life? Or are you interpreting His experiences as 
a Man in a way that you are helped to become a better 
boy or a better girl? Maybe you have been tempted to 
say that it was all right for Jesus to live a morally 
clean life, but not for me. Read John 10:10. Does the 
life Jesus brought us refer only to the spirit, or to the 
body and to morals as well? 

What think ye of Christ? Is He merely a glorified 
Teacher? Is He just one of a succession of great 
Teachers Whom God raised up for the world’s enlight- 
enment? If He is just a Teacher why must we wait 
so long for another greater than He? And why does 
the best thinking of men revert to the teachings of 
Jesus? Why can’t somebody of all the millions who 
have lived since Christ’s time add one jot to the teaching 
of the Son of God? 

What think ye of Christ? He is a glorified Senti- 
mentalist? Are His thoughts merely high sounding 
phrases? When He tells us to love one another are we 
listening to a silly reformer, a misguided moralist or a 
sheer sentimentalist? If so, why are men, why is the 
world, coming more and more to think in the terms of 
the Christ? Isn’t it because we’ve been too stupid to 
appreciate that Christ speaks not the things of men, but 
of God? 

What think ye of Christ? Why, of course, as my 
personal Saviour, He is that and more. He is the re- 
vealer of God. I learn from Him that God is my 
Father, Read Luke 10:22, I learn from Him ihat 1 
am God's child. Read I John 3:1,2. I learn from Him 
that God loves me. Read John 3:16. I learn from Him 
that I have fellowship with Him. Read I John 2:1, 2: 
These and all other things that are good I learn from 
Him. What now think ye of Christ?

TAKING SIDES WITH JESUS 
Matthew 22:1-10; Mark 9:38-50 


Taking sides is not a matter of chance, but one of 
choice and loyalty. Once you decide to attend a certain 
school you become loyal and boost it and its activities 
for all that’s in you. Just because that school has a los- 
ing team doesn’t destroy one ounce of loyalty toward it 
either. It is your school and you’re going to be loyal 
to it. The same is true with those you team up with as 
friends. Through! thick and thin you stick by them. 

In the same way taking sides with Jesus is not a 
matter of chance, but one of choice and loyalty. It is 
true some boys and girls enjoy more favorable condi- 
tions in choosing Christ, but choose you all must, Read 
Matthew 6:24 and 12:30. In Matthew 22:2 you will 
read where the men who were invited to attend the 
wedding chose to stay away. Does Christ want anyone 
to be against Him? Read Matthew 18:11-14. Does 
choosing Christ depend upon outward conditions, such 
as wealth, blood, social standing, etc? Read John 1:11-13. 

We like to be on the winning side. It’s more fun 
and more glorious. Too, it’s easier to cheer for a win- 
ner than for a loser. Taking sides with Jesus means 
being on the winning side. Sin always loses out in the 
end. Doubtful pleasures defeat good morals. Christ is 
the world’s Victor, not only over bodily weaknesses, 
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but over sin and death. Read Isaiah 25:8 and I Corin- 
thians 15:55-57. He has given us sure codes of righteous- 
ness and moral living. They’re bound to be on the win- 
ning side when a clean soul and a healthy body count 
for so much. 

The side to be on is the honorable side, regardless 
of victory or defeat. Many a victory in life is brought 
about by dishonest and unfair means. Even with Jesus 
on our side we may suffer what seems to be defeat— 
temporary defeat—but before the game of life is over 
He will bring us through the victors. For instance, re- 
fusal to cheat in an exam may give us a lower rating 
than those who do cheat, but in the end seemingly de- 
feat turns into victory for us, and victory into defeat for 
the others. No man or woman has ever reached short 
of the goal who had Jesus as Partner. 

The side to choose is the side that offers us perma- 
nent happiness. Is it possible for a follower of Jesus 
to be unhappy long? His leading may require us to 
walk into the valleys, but not for long. The companion 
of Jesus always emerges into the light. Not so with 
worldly companionship. Happiness with such is but for 
the moment. All things beautiful have come of God 
and without which there is no happiness. 

The side to choose is the side that keeps us humble. 
Read Mark 9:35. The haughty and self-ambitious per- 
sons soon take a tumble. Read Luke 14:10,11. Taking 
sides with Jesus means that we play the game squarely 
the same as we are taught to play a game of sport. 

The side to choose is the side that keeps us chari- 
table—big hearted. Read Luke 9:36, 37. The care of a 
little one in the home, or the concern of little things, 
often irritate us. We want to be doing the big things. 
Read Luke 9:41 to see what insignificant act becomes 
the medium of Christ’s judgment of our fitness for a 
reward. 

The side to choose is the side that keeps us clean. 
Read Luke 9:43-48. These verses speak of the wisdom 
in getting rid of any disease before it affects the whole 
body. What would you say about the wisdom of getting 
rid of a sin before it affects the whole heart? You and 
I are provided with a wedding garment and it must be 
worn to be on the side of Jesus. Read Matthew 22:11, 12. 


Practical Thoughts 

1. You know that John stole some money from a 
store keeper. He is accused of the theft. You are 
asked to witness against him. Now John is your friend. 
You are, too, a Christian. Will friendship for John 
cause you to protect him with a lie, or will the friend- 
ship of Jesus compel you to tell the truth? 

Would you be doing John a kindness by shielding 
him with a lie? 

How would it help John to tell the truth about 
stealing the money? 

2. You belong to a club in school. A party or 
dance is planned for contrary to the rules of the school. 
The club plans to run the affair in secret, possibly will 
hold it somewhere beyond the jurisdiction of the school 
authorities. 

Will you be a party to your club’s action? 

Does good come from disobeying recognized au- 
thority? 

3. There’s a good deal wrong with social condi- 
tions today. Good morals are not the pride of many 
youth, it seems. Have you the strength of character to 
find pleasure in the company of Jesus? In taking sides 
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with Him are you willing to pay the price and not mind 
the jeers of your associates?

HELPING OTHERS TAKE SIDES WITH JESUS 
John 1:40-51 
You have doubtless played “Pick Up.” 
boys or girls decide to play a game. 
needed.

Two sides are 
Captains are chosen and one by one the mem- 
bers of the crowd are selected alternately until two 
equal sides are formed. The “outs” and the “ins” are 
then chosen and the game begins. 

Two things have always struck me in forming sides 
for play purposes. First is in the choice of the two 
captains. Everybody wants that distinction. But there 
can be only two captains, and usually the two outstand- 
ing persons (probably older boys or girls) are picked 
by popular acclaim. Second is in the choice of the 
sides. After the captains have each selected one or 
more team mates, these lieutenants, so called, council 
with their respective captains in the next best choice, 
and so on until the two teams are chosen, 

Did you ever think of life in terms of a “pick up” 
game? It is that in many respects. Christ and Satan 
are its two captains. God chose Christ to be the Cap- 
tain of the righteous team. Read Matthew 3:17 and 
John 1:29, Satan) by his sins became the captain of the 
unrighteous team. Read Revelation 12:7-9. 

Since there is no squabbling among us for the cap- 
taincy of the righteous team, the question of choosing 
our side is before us, I’m assuming that we have already 
been picked. Have we? Read Ephesians 1:4. So we 
become sort of lieutenants to council with our Captain 
in completing our side. Let’s go. But before we go 
any further I am suggesting that we change the word- 
ing of our topic to read “Helping Jesus Pick Sides.” 

Did you ever think how important we are to 
Christ in helping Him locate some very fine players for 
our team? Read John 1:40-42. Who found Peter? 
What if Andrew had been selfish with his brother, as a 
lot of brothers and sisters are, and had decided to let 
him off the team? Wouldn’t our side have lost a great 
player? Who found Philip? Read John 1:43. But who 
found Nathanael? Read John 1:45. 

Let’s go back to the thought of selfishness. Here’s 
a Christian boy or girl. They make favorites of friends 
outside the home and deny certain rights to their own 
brothers and sisters. Are they playing fair with them? 
Is it wrong in not wanting to have your own brother 


or sister on the same team with you? 


Helping Christ pick sides means that we must not 
be envious of others who are eligible to play. Here was 
Peter, the greater by far than his brother, and yet An- 
drew goes at once for him, and upon introducing him 
hears the Master speak great things of him. Andrew 
showed fine stuff under the circumstances. 

Can we possibly win people to Christ when we are 
envious of their abilities, or their charms or their posi- 
tion? Here’s a class mate who is up for president of 
the class. You have ambitions to become president. 
By a little underhand work you can land the honor. 
Your friend would make the better president. Are you 
justified to use unfair advantage to win the position? 
Should you even want to be president when one better 
qualified for the office is running against you? 
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A position is open. Another person has applied for 
it. You come along and finding it already applied for, 
speak untruthfully of the first applicant. Are you play- 
ing square? 

~ What does all this have to do with helping Jesus 
pick sides? Just this. You are His helpers and if you 
let yourself fall into evil practices others are kept away 
from Him. Our lives speak louder than our words. Our 
business is to influence others for good—to attract them 
by our virtues to Him Whose we are. Suppose in the 
two instances referred to above the persons we were 
dealing with were not on the side with Jesus. How 
would our conduct influence them against Him? 

In helping Jesus pick sides we may exert direct or 
indirect influence. Sometimes it is necessary to be very 
frank and pointed with people who insist upon doing 
the wrong thing, and again unconsciously’ we win 
people to Christ. Give illustrations. 

Here’s another little thought, namely, we should 
always speak in highest praise of our Captain. A loyal 
player never complains when his captain places him at 
an inferior position on the team. Look how Nathanael 
spoke of his Captain. Read John 1:49. Just because 
you aren’t a star don’t think your playing isn’t helping 
to win the victories. God’s team would be about worth- 
less if all his non-stars were out of the play. 

Think on this. Mary’s people think that their 
daughter is too good to associate with Helen, who 
comes from a poor family. Helen lives on a poor street 
of the town. Mary loves Helen and they belong to the 
same class in school. But Helen is not a Christian, but 
is slowly being won to Christ through Mary’s influence 
In view of her parents’ objection what should Mary 
do about it? 

Again think on this. Our Captain tells us to pinch 
hit. We think we can hit a two-bagger. Should we 
follow the instructions of our Captain or play an indi- 
vidual game? Our Sunday School teacher tells us to 
call on so and so and bring him to the school next Sun- 
day. Should we obey or forget all about it? 

How did you enjoy the game, boys and girls?

LETTING JESUS BE KING OF MY LIFE 
Matthew 21:1-17 

Today is Palm Sunday. It is the day we like to 
think of Jesus as King. His triumphant ride into Jeru- 
salem suggests the thought. Read Matthew 21:5. We 
think of a king as a sovereign, in whom is invested 
supreme authority in matters thought of as material. 
In what respects does Christ’s reign differ from that of 
earthly kings? Read John 18:36. Was Christ ever 
tempted to become an earthly ruler? Read Matthew 
4:8-10. Did Jesus ever declare Himself king? Read 
John 18:37. What is He the king of according to the 
same verse? 

His Rule 

Jesus rules with truth and equity over the spiritual 
world. Did He ever fail to do or actually do things 
that might give us just cause to question His authority 
over our souls? Read John 8:46, Jesus was meek and 
lowly. He took upon Himself the form of a man and 
bore our infirmities that a real king He might become 
to us. This characteristic of our King is recommended 
as an example for us. Read Ephesians 4:2 and Philip- 
pians 2:3, 
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Cost of Discipleship 


Jesus never told His followers they would be “car- 
ried to the skies on flowery beds of ease.” Quite to the 
contrary, He pictured His way as demanding many 
things from us. Accordingly, letting Jesus be King of 
my l'fe means the following: 

1. When Jesus enters my life other interests op- 
posed by Him must leave. To be strengthened and 
cleansed from sin Christ demands absolute dwelling in 
my heart. What interests were demanded of Christ 
to be surrendered as the price for following Him in 
the following accounts? Matthew 19:16-22 and Luke 
14:16-24. Have you a jealous disposition? Do you love 
to adorn the body more than the soul? Are you a catty 
person? Are you envious? What is in your life that 
Christ might object to? Whatever it is must be taken 
out if He would be King of your life. 

2. Letting Jesus be King of my life demands that 
I be brave. Christ’s subjects must be loyal subjects, 
and to be loyal one must be brave. Do you think that 
all the people who sang His “Hosannas” in our lesson 
were brave enough to go with Him through the rest of 
the week? I’m afraid a lot of them lost their courage 
when the test came with the arrest and trials of Jesus. 
It is easy to sing praises to the King inside the four 
walls of a church, but outside among His enemies it is 
a different proposition. Did, Peter ever show any signs 
of cowardice? Read Matthew 26:69-75. Did that ex- 
perience help Peter become a better disciple? 

3. Letting Jesus be King of my life requires Sacri- 
fice. Rev. Traver wrote in a Senior Topic some time 
ago this paragraph: “Our late friend, Katherine Scherer 
Cronk, once reported Dr. Anna Kugler’s furlough im- 
pression of America. She noted with sorrow the low 
meaning given the word sacrifice. It is no wonder, 
for in India to become a Christian means for many a 
boy and girl the entire severing of family relations. Even 
a funeral may be held in their old home and they 
mourned as though they were dead. If Christianity 
meant that to us would we dare to confess Him? A 
tablet was recently unveiled to thirty-two Lutheran 
pastors who gave their lives in the Baltic States rather 
than deny their faith before the guns of “Red” atheists. 
This martyrdom came in 1919, less than ten years ago. 
How would our courage stand that test?” 

Does Jesus ask you to lay down your life for Him? 
Read John 15:12-14. Is there any sacrifice attached to 
putting a dime on the collection plate, then getting up 
and singing “All That I Have Is Thine, O Lord’? 
What reward is offered for wholehearted sacrifice? Read 
Matthew 19:27-30. 

4. Letting Jesus be King of my life requires that 
I have a two-fold (not two-faced) love. I must love 
Him above all else. Read John 14:21. And I must love 
others. Read John 13:34,35. Jesus lays great stress 
on loving others. In fact, He can’t see how a man can 
love God Whom he hath not seen and yet hate his 
brother whom he has seen. Read I John 4:20. Jesus 
says that by loving one another we let all persons 
know we are the disciples of Jesus. Love, as Paul says 
in I Corinthians 13, is the greatest thing in the world. 
Love is the sympathetic thought; the kind word; the 
helpful deed; the sincere gift. Love is patience when 
things do not happen just as we would like. Love is 
the sacrifice of self for the good of others. Love is 
trust and faith in Jesus.

WHAT EASTER MEANS TO ME 
I Corinthians 15:55-58 


(Rev. M. M. Allbeck, D.D.) 


(This topic is a copy of one submitted by Rev. Allbeck on 
Easter three years ago. I cannot improve on it, and the boys and 
girls who studied it then have since graduated from the  Inter- 
mediate League. May it serve you in its double duty.—Editor.) 


The Topic 

Easter! Does it have a message for me, or does it 
mean just another day on the Church Calendar? Can- 
didly, there was a time when its deeper meaning did not 
impress itself upon me. Easter had its message in those 
days of my adolescent life just as it ever had, but either 
I was not taught to heed it as I should have been, or 
the things which so much appeal to the minds of 
younger people kept me from thinking especially of the 
meaning of Easter to me. How good it is that we have 
a Luther League in these days to call our minds to the 
good things which God has provided for our souls! 

1. Easter’s greatest message to me is that I have 
a Saviour. That must have been its greatest message 
to Paul, too, for without a Saviour no one could exult 
as he did, and as we do, and say, “‘O death, where is thy 
sting?” Paul knew, and we must understand it also, 
that “the sting of death is sin.” That sting must be 
destroyed. 

a. Jesus by His death took away that sting. His 
resurrection from the dead is our assurance of it. Jesus 
is the Son of God. He is greater than His foes. His 
name means Saviour; He came to save His people from 
their sins. Paul says that he received the truth by in- 
spiration that “Christ died for our sins.” Isaiah 53:4; 
I Peter 3:18; 2:24. 

That word “sting” in I Corinthians 15:55 is expres- 
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deadly viper whose power to kill was in its sting. The 
old serpent beguiled Eve to sin, and sin brought death. 
Jesus has destroyed death, so its sting is gone for the 
believer. 

b. Jesus is my Saviour because in taking upon 
Himself my nature and suffering death He has fulfilled 
for me the whole will and law of God. Hence we can 
confess with courage that we believe as in the meaning 
of Article II of the Apostles’ Creed. He met the re- 
quirements of the law to set me free. Romans 4:23; 
10:4; Galatians 3:13, 14. 

2. Easter means that I have a living Saviour. “O 
grave, where is thy victory?” 

a. Jesus rose from the dead on the third day, ac- 
cording to what the scriptures had foretold. He had 
said He would rise again. Many credible witnesses de- 
clare that He rose. This fact the whole Christian 
Church confesses. “He ever liveth to make interces- 
Acts 13:29, 30. 

b. My living Saviour will, at the last day, ‘‘raise up 
me and all believers from the dead.” 


sion for us.” 


3. Easter to me means victory over sin, death and 
the grave, but not by my own might or power, but 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. I Corinthians 15:57. He 
is mighty to save. 

4. Because Easter means these things to me, it 
means, also, that I must be strong, constant, and ac- 
tive in doing what my Lord wants me to do so that I 
may be to His praise. I am assured that my “labors” 
(life) are not in vain in the Lord. I am saved to serve. 
I Corinthians 15:58. 


Preparing the Program

The Topic 

Do you know that we have a Junior Luther League 
among our Italian friends? Well, we have and it is 
located in Philadelphia. The League meets regularly 
and studies the same topics as you do. I am sure that 
if you could attend one of their meetings, you would be 
most welcome. Our Italian work in Philadelphia is suc- 
cessful. Bible study is held every Wednesday even- 
ing. The writer attended one of them and found the 
room crowded, with a number of people standing 
throughout the session. Everyone showed deep interest. 
The Friday evening prayer meeting is the best attended 
of any Italian Protestant Church of that city. Begin- 
ning with four people, it now has an average attendance 
of forty. 

Would you be interested to know what these Italian 
friends do in our mission? Besides going to church and 
Sunday School, they have sewing classes, a library, a 
daily ‘vacation Bible school and a Boy Scout troop. The 
Junior Luther League is alive and flourishing. The 
pastor, Rev. M. Renzetti, has four helpers who reach 
the women of the community through the Martin 
Luther Neighborhood House. 

Fifty boys and girls belong to our Junior Italian 
Congregation in Erie, Pennsylvania. Their ages are 
from ten to twenty years. It is the newest work which 
the Board of American Missions has among Italians 
and is making steady progress. There is nothing like it 
in any other Board of the United Lutheran Church in 
America. This Junior Congregation is altogether sepa- 
rate from the Italian congregation of grown-ups. 

These boys and girls meet every Sunday morning 
for church worship. The attendance has never been 
below forty. They even have a Church Council of their 
own and look after all the affairs of the Junior Church. 
Of course, the pastor is present and brings the message. 
If any officer of this young congregation is absent for 
two consecutive Sundays without a valid excuse, he 
steps out of office at once and someone else takes his 
place. It looks as though these boys and girls mean 
business. Their motto is “Serve without ceasing.” 
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The only way a boy or girl can join this Junior 
Church is by making the following pledge: 

BAL eR cc vance aries he irae , solemnly promise to follow 
Jesus Christ; to study the Holy Scriptures; to pray daily; 
to attend regularly the services of the Church; to sup- 
port the financial program of the Church to the best of 
my ability; and to consecrate myself to the service of 
Jesus Christ for the spiritual enlargement of my own 
life, and for the salvation of other young people of this 
community and elsewhere.” 

This promise brings them face to face with real re- 
ligion and practical Christianity. It is working wonders. 
The home life of these young people has been made 
brighter and happier. They are taught to read and 
study the Bible daily and never to forget their prayers. 
Last year twelve of them were confirmed, four coming 
from families which were outside of any Church. Each 
Sunday they contribute through the duplex envelopes. 
Much credit for this successful experiment belongs to 
the missionary pastor, Rev. F. Scarpitti, who is a warm 
friend of our Italian boys and girls. 

Our United Lutheran Church has eight missions 
among Italians. They are located at San Francisco, 
Fresno, and Sacramento, California; Chicago; New 
York; Philadelphia, Erie, and Monessen, Pennsylvania. 
We have six missionary pastors. 

Yes, we try to take good care of our Italian friends 
and we are proud of the record that they are making.

The pictures which we are going to study are all beautiful. They 
all either tell a story or remind us of some beautiful story we know. 
Most of them are about people. Some of them illustrate the greatest 
story in the world—‘“The Life of Christ.’’. No other story in the 
world has been so often illustrated by artists as this story. 

If we study about some of the great men who painted wonderful 
pictures, we find that they were not only artists but good citizens, 
lovable and gentle, and kind and helpful to all people. 

People all over the world speak different languages, but they 
enjoy the same pictures. Pictures, therefore, give stories to all 
people, and of all stories the most wonderful, ‘The Life of Christ.”’ 


Picture: “Sir Galahad” (Watts) 


George Frederick Watts, who painted this wonder- 
ful picture of Sir Galahad, was an English artist. He 
tried to put great thoughts into his pictures. He has 
given us here one of his best. 


This picture tells us the story of a brave knight. 
In olden times, young boys of great courage and good- 
ness were trained to be knights. You will notice how 
they dressed. They wore coats of mail to protect them. 
Their weapons were lances, swords, and sharp daggers. 


Sir Galahad, when a boy, was taught to obey, to 
ride a horse, to be quick, to wait patiently, and to throw 
a spear. When he was twenty-one years old he was 
made a knight and was ready to start out in search of 
the Holy Grail. The Holy Grail was the cup from 
which Christ drank at the Last Supper. It was believed 
that only the pure in heart could find that cup. Many 
knights had tried to find it but had failed. In this pic- 
ture we see Sir Galahad ready to start. He met with 
many adventures in his search but was always victori- 
ous. He failed when a young man to find the Grail 
because of faults which he had not overcome, but when 
he was an old man he found it at last. 


This picture is seen in many homes and school 
rooms, because it stands for courage and goodness. 
There are knights today fighting battles. There are boys 
and girls who are true knights just as Sir Galahad was. 
They do not wear the armor which he wore, but St. 
Paul tells us of the spiritual armor which we all should 
wear. He speaks of the girdle of truth, the breastplate 
ef righteousness, the shield of faith and the sword of 
the spirit which is the Word of God.

Superintendent: We will let our airship drift over 
the hosts of Israel as they journey, following the cloudy 
pillar by day and resting by night where it halted, a 
column of light. We have not time to note all that 
they did of good or evil. But always at their head we 
see their great leader, Moses, and always we hear his 
voice teaching them and we hear him praying to God for 
them. Why did they stay so long on the way? 

First Junior: I know—they would not believe that 
God was stronger than the giants of Canaan or that He 
could throw down the walls of their cities, which the 
ten cowardly spies said “were built up to heaven.” They 
wandered forty years in the wilderness because they did 
not trust God. 

Second Junior: Well, they were just a lot of people 
who had been slaves. You can’t wonder they were 
afraid! Their little ones grew up in the free mountain 
air. Moses and the elders taught them to trust God 
and that He would help them take this land from the 
Canaanites—they were such vile and wicked people. 

Third Junior: I wish Moses had not struck the 
rock and spoken as if the people got their blessings from 
him and not from God.

Leader: Moses forgot for a moment that his great 
work was to help his people know God. Jesus is our 
great Leader Who helps us know our Heavenly Father. 
He never failed. He spoke of the heavenly Canaan as 
“My Father’s house.” Someday we shall be with Him 
there and see Moses, Caleb, Joshua and the others who 
knew God and obeyed Him. Moses wrote all about 
their trials and their journeyings. He even wrote about 
his sin and how God told him that because of it he 
could not go into the Promised Land. 

Fourth Junior: I guess Moses worried about the 
people. He loved them so and had taken care of them 
so long they were like his own children. Why, he had 
known most of them ever since they were children, for 
they were the “little ones” who came out of Egypt. 

Leader: Yes, Moses did think much about his 
people. One day he talked to God about who would take 
care of them when he was gone. (Read Numbers 27: 
15-23.) 

Fifth Junior: It was fine of Moses to begin to give 
Joshua his place while he was still alive, wasn’t it? 

Leader: It was truly fine! Moses led them in many 
battles and when the tribes of Reuben, Gad and half the 
tribe of Manasseh wanted to live in the land they had 
won ‘‘on this side Jordan” river, the east side, Moses 
asked God and they settled there, only the men promised 
to go across and help the others conquer their part of 
the land. Moses settled many questions for them before 
he died, and as the time drew near he called them all 
together and talked long and earnestly with them, re- 
minding them how God had led and cared for them all 
the way. He said: 

Sixth Junior reads Deuteronomy 4:5-9, 14-19, 

Seventh Junior reads Deuteronomy 4:25-31. 
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Eighth Junior reads Deuteronomy 4:32-40. 

Leader: To this day every orthodox Jewish boy 
when he is confirmed—as we would say—has a little 
box called a phylactery bound on his left arm. The 
Lord Jesus had one. In this box, written in Hebrew, are 
these words of Moses. Thomas, you are twelve years 
old, as He was when He went to the Temple to become 
a Bar-Mitveh, or “son of the law,” you may read the 
phylactery verses. 

Junior reads Deuteronomy 6:4-9. 

Leader: Moses said also (reads Deuteronomy 7:6-9 
and 8:2-20 [read slowly and impressively]; then read 
31:1-3, 6-13.) 

Junior reads Deuteronomy 31:14, 15, 23. 

Leader: Our airship has been resting as we read 
these last words of Moses over a mountain not far from 
the Jordan River. It is called Mt. Nebo or Mt. Pisgah. 

Junior reads Deuteronomy 32:48-52. 

Leader reads Deuteronomy 34:1-12, followed by the 
poem, “The Burial of Moses,” by Mrs. C. F. Alexander. 
(If possible, read the whole poem.)

When the angels came to the shepherds on the 
hills of Bethlehem the first Christmas, the shepherds 
laid aside their sheep tending and went and found the 
Babe and bowed down and worshipped Him. And their 
joy lasted. 

After the first Easter, what? Our Bible tells us that 
the disciples, after they received the wonderful message 
of the angels that Christ had risen from the dead, be- 
came changed men; they were bold, fearless, loving, 
true. No task was too great, no journey too far, no 
hardship too much, because they had the joy of know- 
ing that their Redeemer lived. 

Will we all have the joy of Easter through the year 
and throughout our lives? Will we continue to thank 
Him for dying and living again for us; will we grate- 
fully serve Him and love Him; will we follow Him 
every day and be true to Him and to His Church? Then 
Easter will give us a joy that will last for all time.
